Four American 
Tourists are 
Among Dead 


DC-3 Hits 9,000- 
Foot Mountain 
Peak and Explodes 


GUADALAJARA, Mexico GF — 
Twenty-six persons including four 
American tourists were killed 
on 
Tuesday when a Mexican airliner 
crashed into a 9.000-foot peak of the 
western Sierre Madres and explod­ 
ed with a blast that set the moun­ 
tain top afire. 
* 
Rescue brigades set out at dawn 
from the nearby Rancho el Mosco 
to reach the w reckage of the twin- 
engined DC-3 airliner a few miles 
from the village of Talpa de Al- 
lende. IOO miles west-southwest of 
Guadalajara. They were halted on 
Tuesday night by darkness. 
A rancher on horseback, 
who 
climbed to the scene late Tuesday, 
reported all aboard “ perished hor­ 
ribly.” He was prevented for more 
than three hours from approaching 
the area because flaming gasoline 
touched off a series of brush fires. 
The Americans aboard were ten­ 
tatively identified as Ed Johnson, 
Dr J. Ingler. Dr. Hays and R. S. 
Hall 
All were believed to be from 
California. 
The 
San 
Francisco 
Chronicle 
said the victims were Edd John­ 
son, 
a member 
of its editorial 
staff; Dr. Clifford Hays, an Ar­ 
cadia, Calif., dentist; Dr. Russell 
Ingle Jr., a 
Montebello. 
Calif., 
dentist; and R. S. Hall, a Whittier, 
Calif., grocer. 
Hays, Ingje 
and 
Hall had been on a fishing trip, 
the Chronicle said 
Lost Radio Contact 
They boarded the plane at 
the 
rustic coastal resort of Puerto Val- 
larta 
for the 
125-mile flight to 
Guadalajara. 
The plane rose sw iftly to clear 
thc mountains which rise abruptly 
from 
the coast 
but crashed 
20 
minutes later, only 30 miles from 
the Puerto Villarta airfield. 
There was no explanation. Radio 
contact w as lost shortly after take­ 
off. 
Those 
aboard 
included 
three 
crew members, two Mexican in­ 
fants and “ several women."

in Mexico within 24 hours but the 
fir^t 
for the a i r l i n e in five 
years. 
Jorge Pasquel,

The 
airliner, 
carrying 23 pas­ 
sengers and three crewmembcrs, 
was of the Mexican Aviation Com­

an affiliate of Pan 
American. 
It took off from Puerto 
Vallarta airfield at 2:30 p. rn. EST 
and vanished. Three hours later the 
smoking 
wreckage 
was spotted 
from the air. 
Identification Delayed 
Identification of thc Americans 
was delayed because telephones to 
the hotels in Puerto Vallarta 
are 
down at night. 
A spokesman for 
the airlines said the “only chance” 
of 
identifying them 
immediately 
was to check hotels early today. 
The 
wreck 
brought to 32 the 
number of persons to die in Mex­ 
ican plane crashes in 24 hours. 
Pasquel and his five passengers 
were killed when his speedy Lode­ 
star transport crashed and burned 
in the mountains near Tamuin. 
Pasquel, 48, millionaire industri­ 
alist, financed the “outlaw” Mex­ 
ican 
League raids 
on organized 
baseball in 1946. 
He was 
an in­ 
tim ate friend of former President 
Miguel Aleman and pumped mil­ 
lions 
of dollars into 
the league, 
causing 
many 
American m ajor 
leaguers to jump their contracts 
and accept huge salaries in Mex­ 
ico. 
The campaign ended the fol­ 
lowing year when Mexico’s big 
league 
failed 
to 
draw 
paying 
crowds.
